Royal Highneſses 
At their Arrival n SCOTLAND 
M Onday, the 25. of Offober , Their Roy Highneſes Arriving with the 


Evenings Tide, in Krcaldy Road, about Ten of the Clock at night, 
The Duke of Rothes, ſent His Nephew. Mr. Francis Montgomerie, to 
Coumpicment the Duke and Dutches : And the next morning His Grace ſent 


the Lord Juſtice Clerk for that ſam to Receive his Highneſles com- 
11aluds ye Gs ris Lahang, Lat And ay ADOut Eleven 2 Clock 11 the 


forenoon, TheirRozal Highneſſes Arrived at KirkcaldieR oad; where havingLanded, 
They were met by His Gracethe DukeofRothes,LordHigh Chancellor,with ma- 
ny of the PrivyCouncil & moſtof theNobility andGentry of theShires next adja- 
cent, who kiſt their Royal Highneſses hands , at their Landing upon the Shoar, 
which was crouded with a multitude of People, to Congratulate their Royal Hig- 
zeſses ſafe Arrival tothis His Majeſties ancient Kingdom. From Kircaldy, their 
Rozal Highneſies ſet forward to the Lord Chancellor's Houle of Lef; whither 
They were attended with a noble train of Coaches, and many of the Nobility 
and Gentry on Horſe-back 3 and Guarded by His Majeſties Troop of Guards. 
At Lefty Their Royal Highneſies were Magnificently Intertained, till Friday the 
29, When ( having parted thence ) They were attended to Bruntiſland ; 
Their Royal Highne ſses Train ſtill growing more numerous : At Brunti 
They were Received with Shooting of great Guns, Ringing of Bells, Acclama- 
tions of the People, andall other Expreſſions of. Joy imaginable; which conti- 
nucd till Their Royal Highneſes were Aboard the Charlot Yauhybt, Attended by 
His Grace the Lord Chancellor, avd many of the. beſt of.the Nobility ; The 
other Targhts, with ſeveral other Boats , and all the Boats about Bruntiſiand, 
were filled withthe Nobility and Gentry of the Train. 

In Their paſſage to Leith, They were _Saluted by the great Guns, from His 
Majeſties Caſtle of Edinburgh, with the Guns fromthe Baſtions at Leith, from - 
the Men of Wazr, and other Ships, both irfthe Roadand Harbour of Leith, 

The Shoar was ſo throng with Perſons of all Ranks, thatthe noiſe of the Can- 
non, Trumpets, Kettle-Drums, and Drums, were almoſt drowned with, the 
lowdand reiterated Acclamations of the People, for the ſafe Arrival of Their 
Rozal-Highneſses , which was about five inthe Afternoon. 
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At Their Landing at Leith, T! al Rozal Highneſses were Met by the Lords 
of rate 52 Privy Council, Uſhered by their Macers; where ſeveral Ladies 
were attending to wait on Her Royal Highneſs : Here Their Royal Highneſ- 
Jes, were received by the Earl of Lizlithgow, Collonel of His Majeities Regiment 
of Guards , © upon. the- head * of . ſeveral Companies of the Regiment, 
and were attended by the- Sheriffs, and moſt of the Gentlemen of 
thethree Lothians and next adjacent Shires; which made a Lane on both ſides 
of the Street , through the whole Town of. L.ieth : After the Kings Troop 
of Guards , Marched the Nobility and/:Gentry that were on Horſe-back, and 
after them a great Train of Choaches, filled with the Council and Nobility. 
Their Rozal Highneſses having made choice ofthe Lord Juſtice Clerk his Coach. 

From Leith, to the Water-Gate, at the Abbay of Hairudhouſe, their Royal 
Hzghreſses were Guarded by the Train-Bands and Militia Regiment of this Ci. 
ty, confiſtins of 44. Companies , who made a Lane for their Royal Highneſ- 
ſes and Their Train, to paſsbetwixt Leith and Edinburgh: All the while They 
were upon the way, thegreat Gunsfrom the Caſtle, and .:»ther places, prepared 
on purpoſe, ſaluted Them 5 The whole body of the people univerſal- 
ly, ſhouting with great joy and chearfulneſs, Lord preſerve His Maje. 
St, anditheir Royal Highneſes the Duke and Dutches of Albany : Being come to 
the Water-Gate, near the PalaceRoyal, They were met by the Lord Provoſt, 
Magiſtrates, and Town Council of Edizburgh,in their beſt Formalities z where 
the Lord Provoſt kneeling, and having Kiſt His Royal Highneſs hand, delivered 
to Him'the Silver Keys of the 'City , and heartily Welcomed Him, in Name 
of the whole Citizens, to His Majeſties Good Town of Edinburgh, = 

From this to the Palace; Their Roza! Highneſres were Guarded by two or 


three hundred ofthe beſt Citizens with Gilded Partizans, and in the Outer 
PE IO = \ a mEffic Mofeppv> ouards: "In 


the Guard-Hall They were xeceived by Their Graces, the Lords Arch-Biſhops of — 
St: Andrews, and Glaſgow, and ſeveralothers ofthe Lords of the Clergy, where - 
His Grace,the Lord PrimateComplemented Their Royal Hoghneſses in Name of 
the Orthodox Clergy. © Where theLicutenant Governour oftheCaſtle of Ediz- 
burgh, delivered toHis Royal Highneſs the Keysofthe Caſtle. 

Ail-the Bells ot this City" continued Ringing moſt of the night, and all the 
Streets of the City were filled with great Bonefires , whither many of the Ci- 
tizens repaired toDrink their Majeſties andRojal Highreſies health:Nor was any 
thing to be ſeen bur an univerſal Joy in the Countenances of all Here.

lace,where having Kiſt HisRozalHghrejſt hand, The LordPrefident of theSeſſion, 

in Name of theLawyers of this Kingdom complementedHts Royal Hzghneſs upon 

HisArriyal;As did the Lord JuſticeClerk,in Name of the Lords Commilſioners 

of His Majeſties Juſticiary , who intheir Scarlet Gowns, attended by the Mem- 
bers of TheirCourt,and Uſhered bygthe Macers,waited likewiſe upon His Royvl 

Hzehreſs, and Kiſt Hishand. Nor indeed was there any thing wanting to Expreſs
